the lumber market should be bad all 
winter it is apparent the strain 
would be too great for even so elas- 
tic an organization as the ‘Four 
L’'s,”” but by what it has already done 
it has proved what can be done by 
human contact 
Value of Contact Shown. 

None of the concerns which have 
seriousivy adopted the “industrial 
system pretend they have 
solved everything. Thev say they are 
simply restoring the human relation- 
ship which was lost through the 
growth of industry. They pretend to 
have found no new principle. Some 
go in for profit-sharing as a stimulus, 
others savy it is not desirable That 
is a matter of opinion. 

The important consideration is the 
spirit with which the problem is ap- 
proached. “The mere fact that the 
mianagement of a factory wishes to 
introduce such a system would indi- 
cate it has not a pinch-penny atti- 
tude But those who oppose it. 
mostly labor leaders, hold that it is 
a far-sighted scheme to get a bunch 
of faithful slaves who acquiesee in 
the smooth arrangements prepared 
in council, so that they become wage 
siaves of the most hopeless kind. 
Thev also savy, and with justice. that 
the system removes the incentive for 
joining labor unions, and. even. 
though the management plays per- 
fectly fair with union men. unions 
wither up and die, as thev get no 
nourishment.
